MoNTiiEAL, .Tilly 21.--Tbo following 
are tlie particulars of tbo lire at La- 
chine yesterday. About balf-paat two 
o'clock the old Grautl Trunk railway 
station, occupied by Mr. G. Stonge, 
boat-builder, wna discovered to be on 
fire. When tbo lire began two men 
named Moise Souvo, boiit-builder, and 
Joseph Allaire, joiner, wero in the 
shod. The former escaped uninjured, 
but the latter waited to collect his 
tools aod th^; right side of bis body 
wfts territily "burnt, causing his death 
this morning at one o'clock. He was 
a young married man but bad no 
family. When the alarm was given, 
seven of Mr. Stonge's childred were in 
his house and it was supposed that 
they had all escaped. One of them, a 
little girl, fouryears old, was however 
missed, and in the attempt to save her 
the wife of Moise Sauvo was badly 
burnt about the head and arms, but 
she is expected to recover. The boat- 
builder's cousin, who is also oamed 
Stonge, was working on a barge 
which was being built by 
Mr. St. Denis, and while endeavouring 
to rescue the child was also terribly 
burnt about the top of the head, and 
little hope of his recover; is entertain- 
ed. 

In fifteen minutes the shod and 
house, as well as a large number of 
boats ill the former, were reduced to 
ashes. The fire engine, which was 
built by Konald, of Chatham, Ont,, 
'was „the means of saving a large por- 
tion ^df the town. Tho fire spread to a 
barge moored at the wharf, owned by 
Mr. Stongo, which he refused to sell 
lately for $2,0U0, and it was complete- 
ly consumed. In the building were 
a steam engine and tools, belonging 
to Mr, Stonge, worth over $1,000, 

In addition to Mr. StoLge's barges, 
Mr, S. Denis' scow, and the Govern- 
ment light boat, tho following craft, 
which wtre either moored at the wharf 
or inside the shed, were burnt: — The 
Cleopatra, a four -oared outrigger, 
brought out by the Taylor- Winship 
Tyno crew, valued at $10(3; tho Vam- 
pire, four-oai'od inrigged gig, built in 
New York, and worth ?;10U, and throe 
four-oared outriggers, each worth 
$150, all owned by the Lacbine Yacht 
Club, which has $600 insurance in tho 
Imperial; the yachts Ida, Truant, Al- 
arm, and Mona, each worth $400, be- 
longing to ATr. Stonge, and tho yacht 
Emma, valued at $100, and owned by 
Mr. Ilamsay; two four-oared outrig- 
gers; two double scull outriggers; one 
single scull, and about twenty pleasure 
• ■Jjoats, all owned by Stouge, who loses 
also two unGnislicd boats; Mr. liin- 
near's single scull boat (Jliarlos Taylor, 
valued at $120; also about twenty - 
five pleasure boats owned by Montreal 
gentlemen. Mr. Btonge estimates 
his loss at $12,000, all he possessed; 
and he has not a cent of insurance. 
The Yacht Club, which was to have a 
race to-iiinrruw, will meet tu-niglit to 
taki' HtoiiH to buy new bDuts. Mr. 
Stongu Hiij'H tho !ue caught from 
sparks which escaped from a tug. 

LIFE OE WILlXv.M T. GARNER. 



AVm. T. Garner was born about the 
year 1843, in Washington Place, in 
this city. He was tho son of Thomas 

Garner, an Englishmnu, who came to 
this country when a Young man, and 
began the mauul'acture on print cloths 
of which at tho time of his death in 
18C5, ho -.vas the largest prulncor in 
the world. William T. Garuor waa 
about thirty-two years of ago at tho 
tiruo of his death. Jn early boyr.ood 
ho ontored tbo ostatjliKlimeut of iiis 
fiitiier, and grew up with a thoroug'n 
and practical knowledge of tbo busi- 
iioHs, which later in life he controlled. 
By bifj father's death ho ii,horited a 
fortune, which ho himself stated to 
bo valued at from ^b"., 000, 1)00 to ?20,- 
000,000. Tho rehUionH iKawciiu fiitlior 
and mother and son had always boon 
of a peculiarly confidential nature, and 
tho young man was therefore fully 
coinpotn.'iL not only to. manage this 
eiiornuniH foriuuo, but also to direct 
intelligently tho immense manufac- 
turing interests left in his charge. 

Mr. Gamer was tbo head of tho 
house known as Garner & Johnson, 
having their place of business at Nog, 
2, 4,G, and 8 Worth street. Ho was 
estimated to bo .vorth about ^10,000,- 
UOO. Besides the biiiiinoss hero ho 
had five large cotton mills in Cohoes, 
others in Rochoster, Little Falls, 
J?leBB»nt YftUey, Newburgh, wd 



Reading, Penn. ; also, print works at 
Wappiiiger Falls, and Haverstraw, 
having in his employ from 7,000 to 
8,000 persons. In the oloUi, pointing 
he employed forty^tWo iiaali^ie's',being 
double tho number used by any other 
manufacturer or corporation in tho 
country. This individual owuorshii) 
of mill property waa fully equal to 
one-quarter of tho entire Fall River 
manufacturing district. There is pro- 
bably no single man connected with 
cotton manufacturing interests in the 
world whose loss will make itself 
more generally felt. Garner's prints 
are widely and favourably known 
throughout the country. His relations 
and transactions with B. H. Clafin & 
Co., A. T. Stewart & Co., Field, Loit- 
er; & Co., and other largo firms -were 
very largo. The rolatious, especially 
between the founder of the business, 
Thomas Gamer and H. B. 01afin,wero 
of the most intimate nature, and were 
continued by tho son. Mr. Garner 
was looked upon as one of the most 
able of New York merchants. So early 
in life did he acquire an intimate per- 
sonal knowledge of the business which 
he afterwards conducted that though 
still a young man at the time of his 
death, he was in reality old in business 
relations and experience. Owing to 
his immense wealth he occupied an 
independent business position alto- 
gether exceptional. Since the panic of 
1873 he had -adopted the system of 
selling goods on a strict cash basis, 
which enabled him to compete with 
other morchante in low prices, thus 
building up an extensive trade.

The Ex-Finanoe MiniBter. 

Mr. Humphreys'' dismissal from tho 
Oabinet is a thing of the piiat and tho pet- 
ty excitement which his murtyrJom creat- 
ed has blown over snd tho Ministry uuvo 
been auBtaiuod in their action by the po- 
pular voice of a now quieaoent pnlilic. It 
yat remains for tho Local Legislature to 
endorse tho Goverumunt in tUu stop tlioy 
h ive deemed it advisable to take and wo 
doubt not that the represontativos of tho 
people will com^appd them for mnkiug a 
ehango for the better. Mr. Hamphroya in 
his several addresses to tho pooplo of Suan- 
ioh wliom ho aomewhat aocidoiitaliy ropro- 
Bents has brought all manner of charges 
{Lgtunst the'admiaUtratioB of the day, but 
' the fact that they so vastly difl'er ^ith his 
laudatory conimonta not many mootlis 
siuca is suilicieut ovidonoo that they ori- 
ginate from no good motive and in faot 
have a peculiar distinotioi; of jealousy and 
chagrin. Let us deal with u fow of his 
acuuBations. In the first place he says 
that, with ooDBoienoe pricking him to tho 
quick, he feared that certain agents of the 
Government were swindling tho people of 
tho Province out of thoir Hul)seribed inv- 
cinue. But on exiviniuiition wo liiitl that 
the only iustanco of an agent comniittiug 
any action of an improper nature was that 
of an individual on the Mainland, an ap- 
pointtee of the late Goverameat, who was 
at onoe removed on tho receipt of the re- 
port compiled by an ofHcial who was in- 
structed to oxamioo tho nature of the ac- 
cusation against him. The charge, there- 
fore made by Mr. Humphreys agaiost a 
body of mou who occujjy responsible jiu.s 
itions 18 aa unjust as it is uncalled for. 
Security moreover is given by nil Gov- 
ernment agents and their absconding or 
defalcations would be sufficiently covered 
by such protection. Mr. Humphreys as 
an ex-Finance Minister shouUl hiive ro- 
mombered this fact when aceusiiig gen- 
tlemen, who wore in aliriost a similar pos- 
ition to himself, of malfeasance. So far 
f a« Mr; SuibphreyB' remarks alluding to 
' ^e'Prov'ncia! debentures are concerned 
we have only to cay that not a siii3lo dol 
lar's worth of tliem Ims been disposed of 
at less tlian potual par value although 
many ofTers have been made of a dci)ru- 
ciativo nature for tl'eir ijuroiiaao. In tliis 
oonnection it may be well to add that the 
Provincial Secretary had u supervising 
eye over the sale of the debentures nml 
consequently the bogus otT.>ra Mr. Hum- 
phreys alludes to, if ever made, eould not 
have been accepted. Jlr. lluniphroys has 
also "charged" the Government with pay- 
ing the traveling expenses of the Presi- 
dent of the Council and demurred somo- 
yrhkt at their action in bo doing, but ou 
reference to the cheque we find that Mr. 
Humphrn3-s' autogniph bnuks it and that 
in this inBtance he wan at least party to a 
justiflab action. Why ho shcmld at- 
tempt to escape from the responsibility of 
refunding to a gentleman that to which 
any official acting for the Governmont is 
iantitled we do not know. Perhaps he 
will explain. As a public man Mr. Hum- 
phreys has committed suicide. These 
meetings at Saanich wore called for a cer- 
tain purpose and thoy have gained their 
end, or in other words tlie o.x-Finaueo 
Minister is politically a corpca. It may 
yet be possible to resuscitate him, but tho 
pressure neoessary Js sometMng which is 
very delicate and can only be induced by 
great persuasion. 



DEUYEP mSPATCHES. 

EUROPE. 

London, Aupf. 7. — A dispatch from 
Semlin to-day says Guergoaovatz is in 
flames, and the Turks are burning and 
destroying everything in their way. 
It is said the Secrian General Touna- 
geff ia daily losing popularity. The 
rumors of political arrests in Belgrade 
are entirely unfounded. 

Constantinople, Aug. 7. — The Porto 
has paid to the familios of the German 
and French consuls who were mur 
dered at Salonioa the indemnity of 
£40,000. The new governor of Sa- 
ionica, accompanied by three officers 
of high rank, will proceed thither to 
read, in the presence of the troops, 
judgment n/^ainst those implicated in 
the outrages. 

London, Aug. 7. — In the House of 
Commons this afternoon Disraeli, in 
reply to a question by John PhilliiJ 
liotan (Liberal) said the Porto, Sorvia 
and Montenegro were among the pow- 
ers who had adopted the Geneya Con- 
vention.

Tho Oovornor-Goiierars Reception. 

Tho Amethyst's approach will be 
signalled from lliico Eoek Light 
House to tho Naval Yard, Esquimalt, 
from which placo a man on horseback 
will couvoy tho news to tho Chiof Eu- 
ginoor of the Fire Department, Vic- 
toria. The firG-boll will ring a peal 
different from a firo-alarm, and this 
will communicato to the citizens the 
intolligonco of the ship's arrival. The 
Amethyst will steam at half speed from 
Kace Rock Lighthouse to Esquimalt, 
if tho weather permits. She will pro- 
bably not bo moored in EsquinaaU 
harbor until an hour and a half, or 
two hours, after the bell has rung. 

To guard against such contingencies 
as fog preventing the sit,ual8, or the 
arrival of the vessel during the night 
or some unexpected hitch in the ar- 
rangoinents, a respoctful comiminica- 
tion has been addressed to tho Military 
Socrotary of tbo Goveruor-General at 
San Francisco, informiiit,' him general- 
ly of tho preparations that are being 
made, and expressing a hope that it 
may be His Excellency's pleasure not 
to land at Esquimalt until a mesHago 
is sent from tlio wlioro tliat tho ar- 
rniigonients for the rocoption are com- 
plotud. It is llius probable that sev- 
eral hours may puBs, after tho lire bell 
baa rung, before llin I'ixcoUeiicy lauds. 
The hour of landing caiiuot bo fixed 
until after the ship's arrival. No doubt 
fair time will be given to suit the gen- 
oral conveiiieuco. 

There will be three principal features 
in tho reception. First, the reception 
at Esquimalt; second, the presenta- 
tion of the address by the Mayor and 
Councillors of Victoria at the Govern- 
ment, and YaLcs street croHsiug; th-rd, 
the procossiou from that crossing along 
Government and up Fort Street to 
Government House. No one can see 
all these features of tho rocej^tion, and 
therefore each jiorson must choose 
which one ho will try to see, and must 
take up his position, or gOTCrn hiS 
movements accordingly. 

KS QUI MALT. 

The scouo at Esquimalt will be in- 
teresting if the day is fine. Messrs. En- 
gelhardt & Cos wharf will be the place 
of landing. The ships of war will be 
dressed, and will man yards, and lire 
a salute as Mio Governor -General 
lauds. If the wind is suitable, so as 
to blow away tbo smoke, a good place 
for n Houiowiiat distant view would be 
at tho Hudson's Bay warehouse side 
of tbo harbour, or at the Naval Club, 
but persons selecting these positions 
must be very careful, in returning, not 
to attempt to debouch into the main 
Eaquimolt road until tbe carriage of 
the Governor-General, and other 
carriages following his, have passed the 
road-euds on thoir way up the main 
road from Esquimalt to Victoria. 

The hilly nature of the approach to 
Esquimalt, and tho shortness and 
and narrowness of the street which 
loads through tho town to the wharf, 
require strict regulations to be made 
in order to prevent confusion. People 
naturally will desire to leave their 
carriages and go to the wharf, but if 
tbey do so, they must; leave a driver 
with the carriage, or some one to act 
as a driver. They should not leave 
tho wharf to seek tiioir carriage, but 
should wait on the wharf until their 
carriage arrives at tho wharf gate in 
its proper turn. Any neglect of this 
regulation will cause great inconven- 
ioiice to tlie visitors. Tho places for 
horsemen must bo arranged on tho 
spot. 

Not more than about 20 carriages can 
bo placL'1.1 along tho street between tho 
Church and tho wharf at Es(|uiiualt. They 
will bo ranged one ahead of tho other, on 
the vest side of the street— that is, the 
side of the street on which Messrs. Wil- 
liams, Howaril and Selleck's hotels aro, 
Tho Governor-General's carriage will 
stand at thi' wharf gale, and. on leaving, 
will be driven along tlni "near" side of 
road going towards Victoria. When His 
Excellency's carriage has loft tho wharf 
gate, the next in turn will approach and 
take up tho passengers at the wHarf gate 
and follow along tin 
road, and lln' next, 
nnlil ail llii' carriiij^i 
from the "(;lV to tli 
road, [-.topping at th( 
1111 pasaengors.

There is room on the what* for a largo 
number of people. ,-It.ifl hoped that ladies 
as well as gentlemen trill bo present; but 
wo must state that there are no seats on 
tho wharf. The front part of tho wharf is 
reserved for tho naval ollioers, tho guard 
of honor, the band and tho General Ite- 
ception Committee, headed by Sir James 
Douglas, K. 0. B. To each of tho latter 
a ticket will be sent which will admit him 
to tlie front part of the whorf with ladies. 
Both sides of tho long narrow part of tho 
wharf (constructed at right angles to tho 
front part) aro for the public. Wo think 
that about 200 poojile can bo accommo- 
dated horo. It is tho best place for see- 
ing.

THE IIOAI) FllOm KSQUIMAT.T TO VICTOHIA. 

To avoid dust, His Excellency's carriage 
will precede all other carriages, or horse- 
men, on tho road from Escpiimalt to Vic- 
toria. After passing Mr. Bland's Halfway 
House, all carriages or horsemen should 
go rather slowly, and no one should pass 
the cross roads at tko Horse and Jocdaiy 
Tavern without an intimation froni the 
bridge-guards that the bridges niiiy bo ap- 
proached. Tho above avraugeuient is ne- 
cessary to iircvent a jam and inoouven- 
ieuco at the bridges, and in tho narrow 
road between thorn. Tho policemen have 
orders to prevent anyouo from standing 
on tho bridges. Horsoinon, exfiept those 
in charge of tho road, should keep in lino 
aud not alteinpt to dash past carriages. 

Vll'TOIMA. 

Tho lino of route will bo across Rock 
Bay bridge; thence up Discovery street 
into Government street; thence down 
Cormorant street into Store street; thence 
up Johnson street into Govemment street 
and along Government street and np Fort 
street. The JIayor and Cuiincillors will 
meet the Govei iior-( leneral at the city 
end of tho Victt)ria arm bridge (near Mr. 
Drake's) and will precede him into the 
city to tiio triumphal arch where the ad- 
dress will bo nrcsonted. Tho militia and 
the band will be at tbe city end of tbe 
Victoria arm bridge. His Excellensy will 
bo asked to stoj) in front of the triumphal 
arch (corner of Government and Yates 
streets) to receive tho address of tho 
Mayor and Council of tho city of Victo- 
ria, who will advance from the left niche 
of tho arch, as the arch is approached by 
Government street from the direction of 
Esquimalt. The ground will bo kept by 
three companies of "Ijady Dutl'erin's 
guard," uudor tho chief conunaud of Cap- 
tain Vintor. Afte- tin; address has been 
replied to, Ilis Excellency's carriagi; will 
adrain'O a few yards, and stop in the cen- 
tre of tho arch. It is proposed to place 
young girls in the three other niches of 
the arch, and that they shall sing a verse 
of the national anthem and offer a wel 
come to Lady Dnfferin. 

The presentation of tho city address 
cannot bo seen by those persons who 
have selected the Escj^uinialt reception as 
what they wish to see, because when the 
address is prosoiitod they will necessarily 
bo somewhere in lino in the rear of the 
Governor-General's carriage. Persons 
wishing to ohoose between tho Esquimalt 
and Victoria receptions should, however, 
boar in mind that owing to tho obstruc- 
tion of ttio Yiovv of tho arch at the corner 
of Government and Yates streets and oth- 
er causes, no great nnmber of people can 
see tho actaal presentation of the city 
address. 

Probably the best and most commodi- 
ous places for spectators, and particularly 
for school children, will be tho open 
grounds on both sides of tho eastern end 
of Fort street, as far up as tlio High 
School. Access could no doabt bo got to 
vacant enclosed lots in that neighbour- 
hood . 

Aftor the Governor-General's carriage 

has passed under the arch at the corner 
of CTOvernment and YatoFi Ktreets, it will 
coma u])(m tho rear of the procession 
whioh will have preeed(Ml the carriage 
from about Saywards luinlier yard, and 
will have halted in front of tho carriage 
along Government Street and np Fort 
street. In continuing the march a little 
space should be kept botweoa His Excel- 
lency's carriage and those imniedintoly in 
front, so that the proccssionisl.s may have 
time to form on both sides of the road as 
they approach Government iIou.se. and 
thus leave the road open for His Excel- 
lency's csrringe to pass within tho gato. 

THE rOli.MAIj ritOCESSlON. 

The procession will bo described in a 
separate programme. It will commence 
about Sayward's lumber yard. 

(iOV];ilMli;.ST IIOL'SE. 

None of t ho ju-ooussionists will enter 
the grounds of Government House. Tho 
Governor-Qeneral and the Countess of 
Dnfferin will be received within tho 

grounds liy tbe young ladies of Victoria, 
'ilu^ recoiitioii will then be ended. It is 
unnocesBiiry to prescribe any order of dis- 
persion, 'rhe captains in "Lady Dutl'er- 
in's guard," Attwood, Wark and (Jhad- 
wick, will be rospoDsihle for the safe cus- 
tody of the flags of their respective com- 
panies, and should take them to their 
parent's home's. All the boys should take 
a littlt! sometlring in tlieir pockets because 
they will not be iierinittiHl to leave tho 
ranks, and may got hungry before the re- 
ception is over. 

It canuotperliaps bo expected that spec- 
tators shall keep entirely upon tho si<le- 
walka in tho town, but as rr.uch as pos.si- 
ble, they should leave the street clear and 
avoid crowding in upon tho j)roeession. 
Foruudity is tho essence of a prucossion 
and this appearan(!o is lost if people orawd 
iqion it. 

Tho i)ublio will no doubt assist in (tar- 
rying out these arraiigomentH. Thoy are, 
in our judgement, for tho general couven- 
ionco.

Oar Great North West, 

Mr. Oh'as.F.Hanington.who is a son 
of Hon. Daniel Haniugton of Shodiiic, 
and now with the Canada Pncilic 
Hallway Survey, has sent homo fioin 
Toto Jaune Cache, at tho foot of tho 
Rocky Mouutains, a sketch map of 
British Columbia and the North AVest 
Territory on a scale of 2.5 miles to an 
inch. The map is very well executed 
and as it is tho result of tho recent 
railway surveys is more accurate than 
any published map. Tho same gou- 
tleinan also sends to his father a pro- 
file man of tho tom]?orature from Jan- 
uary 1st to April iirstiuthe years 1873, 
1875 and 187G, from observations 
taken in 1873 at Athabaska depot, in 
1875 at Smokey Eiver, and in 187G at 
Tete Jaune Oaohe. This profile shows 
that our friends in the North West 
have pretty cold weather at tiines 
when in thoir winter quarters. But 
tho climate on the whole is good rud 
tho snows comparatively light. Both 
of those maps have been temporarily 
placed in the office of this paper whore 
they may bo seen by any oneinterest- 
ested in our North West.

Difterences iu tho British Cabinet. 

The well- informed Tvondon corresjion- 
(Unt of the Ijiverpool Jni/rniil sends the 
following interesting infonnation with re- 
lere^iico to the rejjorted liiO'urencos in the 
British (.'abinot on the ]:2asterii ([uestion: 

1 hear from a trustworthy source that 
differences iu tho Cabinet on the Easte-u 
(pioation aro far more serious than is gen- 
erally supposed. The gouoral coufidonce 
resulting from the belief iu Lord Derby's 
caution and sagacity, although perhaps 
well founded, may bo rudely disturoed 
when we fiud that tho action of England 
in this delicate all'uir has been guided by 
a warmer imagination and more reckless 
hand than the Foreign Secretary's. One 
reason why such an obstinate silence has 
boon observed in Porliument is that, were 
any debate to ensue, differences would bo 
made manifest that could not fail to prove 
very prejudicial to the GovoriiuKuit. lam 
informed that Lord Derby aud Sir Staf- 
ford Northcoto on the one hand, and Mr. 
Disraeli, Mr. Ward Hunt and Lord Salis- 
bury on tho other, are widely at variance, 
and that on the extremely serious point 
of the amount of support to be awarded 
to Turkey by this country in the event of 
a crisis. Everyone is hoping for the best, 
l)ut no one's eyes can bo sbutso tho alarm- 
ing reseinblanoe the present situation 
bears to that existing immediately before 
the Crimean war. If wo do not this time 
"drift " into hostilities, it certainly will 
not be owing to the unify and energy in 
the cause of peace of Mr. Disraeli's Gov- 
ernment. 

GnASOOiV GuKKN. — On a Sunday 
afternoon we believe national charac- 
ter be admirably displayed on Glas- 
gow Green. In France how do the 

populace occupy themselves on a 
Sunday afternoon ? Thoy sit upon 
merry go rounds and crow peaceably 
in a kind of childish ecstacy, or peep 
into Punch and Judy boxes, where 
puppets are belabouring each other 
with wooden sticks, or performing 
some other harmless silliness, or they 
sit and listen behind their cold coffee 
or lemonade to tho strains of some 
lively singer. And what France does, 
in their own particular way most of 
the Coniiuentdl nations may bo said 
to do.
